SUBJECT: Meeting with the Executive Director-Comptroller on 15 July 1970 


1. Present were Mesers. Smith, Bannerman, Steininger, Meyer, Houston, 
Stewart,[ si and the undersigned. 


2. The Executive Director took up as a first topic the proposal for a 
non-staff retirement aystem and expressed hie concern that the proposal was 
written in general tere. 


structure to support the concept and 
what the specifics should be in those reguintions. Questions were raised 
ag to interest rates, whether in fact participation showld be mandatory rather 
than optional, and whether certain etetements of category exclusions should 
be deleted. It was concluded that the proposal should be approved as 2 program 
to be undertaken but that implementation would await the drafting and accepi- 


ence of a reguiatory structure. It was slso that {it would be referred

on. It was understood should there be any individual cases requiring 
use of the established fund on an urgent basia before the adoption of the 


regalations, they could be forwarded to the Executive Director for individual 
consideration. 


3. The proposal on the retirement travel was next considered. The 
Executive Director said that he felt the basic question was whether we reslly 
wanted to dc this. He was concerned about the further erosion of distinction 
between the Civil Service Retireuent System and the CIARDS. He noted that 
although we have a policy thet all employees are available for assignsent 
anywhere and at any time, this is net a fact and he also challenged the assunp- 
tion that all live and work under similar cireustances. He foresaw difficulty 
for himself in making the determination thet it was "necessary for the proper 
administration...". There was considerable discussion of whether there should 
be categories of employees in the Civil Service Retirement System who should 
be afforded this benefit rather than blanketing in all those not now in CIARDS. 
After further discussion, Colonel White said that be was reluctant to sign the 
paper now and referred it back to the Deputy Director for Support and the 
General Counsel for further study. 
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4. Colonel Waite raferred to the Dipeeter's expressed concern ragarding 
the auubsr of appeals for sdmission into the CIAK0G. He noted that part of 
tale was as a result of the leniency exercised in the first S~yeer perio) hich 
he did sot ragrat but whieh caused a residual of prevlems for us. doting 
that many Of the eppellante claimed aot to uxieretend, the Executive Director 
felt that the blame hed to be placed on the Carver Services. le offared the 
suggestion that perhaps we nest a signed statement fer everyone in the Agency 
that they Go in fact understeni the Agmoy policy on retirement inelmiing th:
